EXECUTIVE ORDER CONTINUING THE COUNCIL ON 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


WHEREAS, the 48th Legislature passed House Bill 1, which provided 
for the creation of the Governor's Council on Economic Development to 
sponsor, review and evaluate state economic development problems and 
programs; and 

WHEREAS, the Council on Economic Development will review Montana's 
economic development efforts, analyze innovative agricultural credit 
alternatives, the availability and cost of business insurance and our ability 
to better promote business growth; and 

WHEREAS, the Council may also examine international trade 
opportunities, review the management of the Coal Tax Trust Fund and 
examine any other issues it believes important to Montana's economic 
growth; and 

WHEREAS, the Council will assist in the preparation of materials on 
economic development issues; will prepare a biennial economic development 
and economic conditions report; and will sponsor appropriate research and 
other functions important to Montana's efforts in the areas of economic 
development; and 

WHEREAS, the Governor is authorized to create an advisory council 
pursuant to Section 2-15-122, to furnish advice, gather information, and 
make recommendations; and 

WHEREAS, the Council on Economic Development will provide a broad 
perspective and range of contributions to the economic development effort of 
Montana through its diverse representation. 

NOW, THEREFORE, | TED SCHWINDEN, Governor of the State of 
Montana, by virtue of the authority vested in me under the laws and the 
Constitution of the State of Montana, and specifically pursuant to Section 
2-15-122, MCA, and House Bill 1, hereby continue the "Governor's Council 


on Economic Development."
